The Manner of Making Final Proof on
Homeatead Applications,

THE OPINION FROM SECRETARY NOBLE.

Census Office Issues a Table Showing
the Population by Countics
of the Fourth lowa
District,

Sacretary Nohle rendered 8 very interest-
ing devision today, interpreting the law of
May ¥ last in regard 1o tho manner of mak-
Ing proof on homestead applications, The de-
cision is renderdd on the application of oue
Edwiard Bowker, by his attornay, to be al.
lowed to submit final proof on biis homestead
entry for land in Fargo, N. D., luo the state of
Nebraskn, us he at present resides there.
Seerctary Noblo says: ‘*The anly question
involved in this case Is the construction to be
placed upod the act of May 2, 1500, that por-
tiom of which provides that the proof of set-
tlement, residence, cceupation, cultivation,
irrigation or reclaimition, the afidavit
of non-alleanticn, the oath of allegl-
ance and all other afdavits required
to be made under the homestead
pre-emption, timber culture and dessert land
laws may be made before any  commissioner
of the Uniten States elrcult court or before
the judge or elerk of any court of record of
the county or parish In which the lands are
situnted, and the proof, afdavit and oaths,
whon so miade and duly subseribed to, shall
have the same foree and effeet as if moude be-
fore the rogister and receiver whou trans.
mitted to them and with the fee and
commissions allowed and  reguired by
Iaw, “Was it the intent of con.
grvss'™  savs  the secmtary, “by this
At 1o so far remove the
finnl proof from the land desivd to be en-
tered as 1o allow it 10 be mads pefore any
commissioner of the United States clreuit
court, no matter how reniote e might reside
from the land, or was it ouly the intent to
provide an additional ofcer before whom
proaf might be submitted! While at tirst
view the wordsof this act might seem to
authorize the making of proof before any

commissioner  of the United States
eirenlt  court beyond the limits of the
stute or terrilory within which

the lnnd §s situated, yet T have concluded,
after an analysis of the question, that the aet
will not bear that interpretation. It appears
that it hos been the constaut policy of the
law to reyuire clubmants undér prior laws to
o before the local oflvers in making proof,
The obivious purpose of this policy s to se.
cure the proper and convenient examination
of the mutters subrmitted, and an’intention to
abandon this policy should not be imputed to
CONLress, f this statute in guestion
aathorizes a cluimant to make  his
proof before any commissioner of uny part of
the United States it reverses the sottled
policy of congress in that regarcd. 1 find noth-
ing in the hintur}' of the act to  warrant this
construction. The report of the house com-
mittee on public lnnds defined the scope of
the bill as follows: ‘The purposs of the bill
is to muthorize ull affidavits and desositions
under the public land laws to be made before
and certified by the commissioners of
the United States circult court or clerks
of a court of meord for the county
in which the landis situated,! From this
hastory of theact I concluded that the pur-
pose of this enactment was  simply to desig-
nate an additional or new ofcer before whom
such proofs could be taken and not to change
inany manner the provisions defining the
place before taking such proofs.  The com-
missioner of the general lind office issued a
citcular June 25, 18500, calling attenton to the
provisions of suaid act, which interpreted the
section as follows: "The paragraph in question
refors to final proofs, ete,, to be made under
homestend and other land laws ana provades
that sald proofs may be made before any
commissioner of  the . United States cireult
court having jurisdiction over the county in
which the lands are situated, or before the
Judge or clerk of any court of recond of the
county in which tne lands ure situated.’
This must be read in the light of the more
explicit Interpretation now put upon the act,
and must be beld to mean that the law doos
not suthorize the mnking of such proofs, ete,,
before such commission outside of thie county
and state or disteiet and tervitory fu which
the lunds are situnted.'”
